Greek PM steps down for 
unity government 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greek Prime 
Minister George Papandreou 
on Sunday agreed to step down 
and political leaders will meet 
today to form a new unity gov¬ 
ernment to end the political cri¬ 
sis, the president's office said. 

The deal was reached after 
a meeting lasting nearly two 
hours between Papandreou, 
main opposition leader Anto¬ 
nis Samaras and President Car- 
olos Papoulias, the Greek head 
of state. 

"An agreement was reached 
to form a new government to 
immediately lead the country 
to elections after ratifying the 
decisions taken by the Euro¬ 
pean Council on October 26," 
the president's office said in a 
statement. 

This is a reference to a 
hard-fought EU deal reducing 
Greece's monster debt by 
nearly a third that had been 
placed in jeopardy by the po¬ 
litical uncertainty in Athens, 


with European leaders threat¬ 
ening to withhold loan funds 
shielding the country from a 
looming bankruptcy. 

"Prime Minister George Pa¬ 
pandreou has already stated 
that he will not lead the new 
government," the president's 
statement added. 

"Tomorrow there will be a 
new communication between 


the prime minister and the 
head of the opposition on the 
new prime minister and the 
new government. 

"Tomorrow the president 
will hold a meeting between 
political leaders," it added. 

The Communist party im¬ 
mediately announced they 
would boycott Monday's 
talks.

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Barcadera Wharf can become hub for containers 
from Europe destined for Latin America 



Aruba is currently deliberat¬ 
ing with Dutch concerns in 
Holland to encourage them to 
use the Barcadera Wharf here 
to store their containers until 
these can be readied for ship¬ 
ment to Latin America. Cur¬ 
rently these containers are 
being stored on the wharf in 
Rotterdam, while the possi¬ 
bility for them to be stored 


here is available to them and 
at considerably lower cost. 
Making use of Aruba as a hub 
will generate income and 
provide jobs for our people 
here. 

According to Minister 
Sievinger, the government is 
contemplating what to do 
with the third economic pil¬ 
lar.... technology. Within this 
context, says Sievinger, we 
have developed a new rela¬ 
tionship with Holland, the 
Dutch Kingdom and the Eu¬ 
ropean Union. He said that 
Aruba’s geographical loca¬ 
tion offers Dutch and Euro¬ 
pean companies the

Aruba. 

He sited Brazil, which is a 
very large and thriving mar¬ 
ket that is quickly becoming 
a major force in the world.

Obviously, the cargo will 
be much closer to Latin 
America from Aruba and the 
price for container storage is 
much less expensive here 
than the prices being paid in 
Euros in Holland. This is 
what the Aruba government 
is busy with now, to stimulate 
this type of business for 
Aruba. The moving of the 


wharf and the free zone will 
create more economic oppor¬ 
tunities for Aruba, according 
to Minister Sievinger. 

Sievinger explained that 
the deliberations are very ad¬ 
vanced and that they are now 
in the Phase of providing in¬ 
formation to the many inter¬ 
ested parties. The 
government is engaged in the 
“one-stop-shop” concept to 
facilitate the procedures. 
Aruba is accelerating the 
agenda and creating the at¬ 
mosphere for companies to 
decide to come and establish 
here. Every effort is being 
made to make this next eco¬ 
nomic pillar a reality for 
Aruba.

Pilgrims stone Satan in 
most dangerous hajj rite 



MINA (AFP) - Almost three 
million Muslim pilgrims 
massed on Sunday in a valley 
near the Saudi holy city of 
Mina to stone pillars repre¬ 
senting Satan, the last and 
most dangerous rite of the an¬ 
nual hajj. 

Hundreds of people have 
been trampled to death in 
stampedes which have 
blighted several previous pil¬ 
grimages to Islam's holiest 
sites when the faithful rush to 
hurl stones at huge pillars 
symbolising the devil. 

To complete the ritual, pil¬ 


grims must throw seven peb¬ 
bles at each of three 25-metre 
(82-foot) pillars on the first 
day of the three-day Eid al- 
Adha feast marking the end of 
the hajj, and another seven on 
each of the last two days. 

Saudi authorities have in¬ 
stalled a multi-level walkway 
through the site in a bid to 
avoid the trampling that 
caused the deaths of 364 peo¬ 
ple in 2006, 251 in 2004 and 
1,426 in 1990. 

So far, no major incidents 
have been reported among the 
pilgrims, which the Saudi sta¬ 


tistics office said numbered 
2.93 million this year. The fig¬ 
ure includes 1.83 million peo¬ 
ple from abroad. 

A large security force mon¬ 
itored worshippers for the 
stoning after the slaughtering 
of sheep in a ritual for Eid al- 
Adha, or the Feast of the Sac¬ 
rifice, to recall Abraham's 
willingness to sacrifice his son 
on God's order. 

Most pilgrims did not sac¬ 
rifice an animal themselves, 
but instead bought vouchers 
from the Saudi authorities who 
then forward meat in the form 
of aid to poor Muslims in 
other countries. 

After the stoning ceremony, 
the pilgrims go to Mecca's 
Great Mosque for a "farewell 
visit" to the Kaaba, a cube¬ 
shaped structure into which is 
set the Black Stone, Islam's 
most sacred relic. 

The hajj is one of the five 
pillars of Islam and must be 
performed at least once in a 
lifetime by all those who are 
able to make the journey.

Nigeria marks Muslim 
Eid amid fears of new 
attacks 


DAMATURU (AFP) - Nigeria 
marked the Muslim feast of 
Eid el-Adha amid fears and 
tears as the US warned of pos¬ 
sible new attacks after deadly 
blasts claimed by Islamists 
killed 150 people in the north¬ 
east of the country. 

The attacks on week-end in 
Damaturu were among the 
deadliest ever carried out by 
Boko Haram, an Islamist sect 
based in the north of Africa's 
most populous country. 

The US embassy in Nigeria 
warned that the sect could next 
attack hotels and other targets 
in the capital Abuja during the 
Muslim holiday. 

Security was stepped up in 
Abuja, which has been a target 
of past extremist attacks, in¬ 
cluding the August 26 suicide 
bomb at the UN headquarters 
which claimed 24 lives. 

Some 13,000 policemen 
and specialist anti-terror 
squads were deployed to 
mosques and churches and 
other strategic locations in the 
city, a police official said. Wor¬ 
shippers were screened by 
metal detectors before they en¬ 
tered some churches. 

In the grief-stricken city of 
Damaturu where the 150 died, 
thousands of Muslims gath¬ 
ered for Eid el-Adha, or the 
Feast of Sacrifices prayers at 


an open ground patrolled by 
dozens of armed police. 

Nigeria's President Good- 
luck Jonathan, who described 
the wave of gun and bomb at¬ 
tacks in the capital of Yobe 
state as "heinous", appealed to 
Muslims to pray for peace in 
the country as they marked Eid. 

While Christian churches 
and police were among the ini¬ 
tial targets for the attacks, gun¬ 
men fired indiscriminately in 
the streets and Muslims and 
Christians alike were among 
those killed, local officials re¬ 
ported. 

Eid celebrations in the 
sleepy and dusty city of 
Damaturu were low key on 
Sunday. 

Pope Benedict XVI ap¬ 
pealed for an end to the vio¬ 
lence, saying it did "not resolve 
problems but increases them, 
sowing hatred and divisions, 
even among the faithful." 

The sect, which wants to 
see the establishment of an Is¬ 
lamic state in northern Nigeria, 
staged an uprising which was 
brutally put down by security 
forces in 2009. 

Nigeria's more than 160 
million people are divided al¬ 
most in half between Muslims 
and Christians, living roughly 
in the north and south of the 
country respectively.

More than 500 die in Thai 
floods

BANGKOK (AFP) - The 
death toll from Thailand's 
worst floods in decades 
jumped above 500 on Sunday 
as the seemingly unstoppable 
waters crept deeper into 
Bangkok, swamping main 
roads and threatening the city 
centre. 

The government said the 
disaster has now killed 506 
people nationwide so far no 
deaths in Bangkok have been 
reported in the official toll. 

At least 20 percent of the 
capital is already submerged in 
floodwater contaminated by 
rubbish, dead animals and in¬ 
dustrial waste, raising fears 
about outbreaks of disease in 
the densely populated metrop¬ 
olis of 12 million people. 

The slow-moving water is 


now just a few kilometres 
(miles) away from business 
and tourist districts, and au¬ 
thorities are desperately seek¬ 
ing to push the floods through 
waterways in the east and west 
of the city and out to sea. 

Amid mounting concern 
over the advancing waters, 
Prime Minister Yingluck Shi- 
nawatra said Bangkok's eco¬ 
nomic and political heartland 
risked only "minor and brief' 
flooding at most. 

The floodwaters have al¬ 
ready swamped the busy Lat 
Phrao intersection on the north¬ 
ern edge of the city centre. 

Nearby Chatuchak week¬ 
end market — a popular tourist 
attraction — was open for busi¬ 
ness on Sunday but many 
traders stayed away after

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warnings from officials to be 
on alert for possible inunda¬ 
tions. 

Authorities are also closely 
watching several at-risk under¬ 
ground rail stations that might 
have to be shut down if the 
water level rises in the area, al¬ 
though the service was operat¬ 
ing normally on Sunday. 

The floods, triggered by 
unusually heavy monsoon 
rains that began three months 
ago, have damaged the homes 
and livelihoods of millions 
across the kingdom. 

In Bangkok, more than a 
million people have been told 
to evacuate 10 districts out of 
a total of 50 in the capital, and 
a partial evacuation order has 
been issued in five others. 

But many have chosen to 
stay in their homes despite 
risks including electrocution, 
disease and lack of food and 
drinking water, complicating 
relief efforts. 

Worst-hit residents have 
complained that their neigh¬ 
bourhoods are being sacrificed 
to save downtown Bangkok's 
shopping malls, luxury hotels 
and the houses of the wealthy 
elite, triggering protests and 
the destruction of some flood 
barriers. 

The waters have also 
swamped Bangkok's number 
two airport Don Mueang, 
which usually serves mostly 
domestic destinations, but the 
kingdom's main air gateway 
Suvarnabhumi east of the city 
centre is operating as usual. 

Thai authorities failed to 
save a number of major indus¬ 
trial parks from the floods, de¬ 
spite earlier assurances they 
would be protected. 

The crisis is taking its toll 
on the lucrative Thai tourism 
industry, with countries in¬ 
cluding the United States, 
Britain, Singapore, Canada

Colombian rebels vow to 
fight on

BOGATO (AFP) - Colombian 
leftist rebels vowed to con¬ 
tinue their struggle, despite the 
death of their Marxist leader 
Alfonso Cano. 

"Peace in Colombia will not 
come as a result of a demobi¬ 
lization of the rebel force, but 
as a result of eradication of the 
causes that had led to the re¬ 
bellion," the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC) said in a statement. 

Cano, who had led the 
group since 2008, was gunned 
down in a firefight late Friday 
during a day-long operation in 
which his female companion 
also died, government and 
local officials said. 


The operation taking out 
Cano was the latest in a string 
of recent military victories in 
the government's quest to 
eradicate Latin America's 
longest-running leftist insur¬ 
gency, after years of unsuc¬ 
cessful attempts to find a 
negotiated solution. 

Speaking after Cano's 
death, Colombian President 
Juan Manuel Santos urged the 
rebels to surrender their arms 
and start talks with the govern¬ 
ment. 

But the FARC statement 
said the group "has charted a 
policy, and that policy will 
continue." 

The FARC acknowledged 
Cano's death, but promised 
that he will be replaced by 
people "with courage and ab¬ 
solute conviction in the final 
victory." 

The FARC, believed to 
have 8,000 members, has been 
at war with the government 
since its launch in 1964. 

Cano, whose real name was 
Guillermo Leon Saenz Vargas, 
assumed the leadership of the 
FARC in March 2008, after the 
death of Marulanda Velez. 


Saudi king names Prince 
Salman to defence post 


RIYADH (AFP) - King Ab¬ 
dullah on week-end named his 
half-brother Prince Salman, 
who is governor of Riyadh, as 
Saudi Arabia's defence minis¬ 
ter to succeed the late Crown 
Prince Sultan, state television 
Al-Ekhbariya said. 

Prince Sattam bin Abdul 
Aziz was appointed Riyadh's 
governor in Prince Salman's 
place, the report said, citing a 
series of royal decrees. 

King Abdullah late last 
month named Interior Minister 
Prince Nayef bin Abdul Aziz 
as crown prince succeeding 
his brother Sultan, who died in 
a US hospital on October 22. 

The appointment of Prince 


Salman comes as Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, the world’s largest oil ex¬ 
porter, is holding negotiations 
with the United States on the 
final details of a 60-billion- 
dollar arms deal. 

The Pentagon unveiled 
plans on October 20 last year 
for the sale to Saudi Arabia of 
84 F-15 fighter jets, 70 Apache 
attack helicopters, 72 tactical 
Black Hawk helicopters and 
36 light helicopters, as well as 
upgrades for 70 F-15s.

Panama 'categorically' 
rejects tax haven label 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - The 
Panamanian government "cat¬ 
egorically" rejected French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy’s 
"unfair" and "offensive" char¬ 
acterization of the country as a 
tax haven. 

"I assume this must have 
been a mistake and I hope that 
in the coming days, when his 
ministers teach him that 
Panama does not meet all the 
requirements for being a tax 
haven, that he corrects himself 
immediately, "said Panamanian 
President Ricardo Martinelli. 

Foreign Minister Roberto 
Henriquez added that the gov¬ 
ernment "categorically rejects 
that our country is a tax 
haven," adding that the G20 
was "looking for scapegoats to 
cover its financial mismanage¬ 
ment at the edge of a crisis." 

On week-end Sarkozy 
named 11 countries that fail to 
meet transparency standards, 
including Panama, Uruguay 
and Switzerland, warning that 
they will be "shunned by the 
international community." 

Speaking at the close of the 
G20 summit in Cannes, he said 
the group would now publish 
an updated list of uncoopera¬ 
tive tax havens at each of its 
summits. 

Henriquez said the G20 as¬ 
sessment was made "before 


considering the recent progress 
made by Panama on fiscal 
transparency, with the signing 
of 12 double taxation treaties, 
most of them with G20 mem¬ 
bers," such as France. 

Over the past two years,

Occupy protesters arrested 
after New York skirmish 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Twenty 
Occupy Wall Street protesters 
have been arrested after get¬ 
ting into a skirmish with police 
trying to clear their anti-corpo¬ 
rate greed demonstration off 
the sidewalks, officials said. 

"Most of them were ar¬ 
rested for disorderly conduct, 
three were arrested for assault¬ 
ing police officers," a New 
York Police Department 
spokeswoman said. 

The incidents took place 
Saturday afternoon at Foley 
Square in lower Manhattan, an 
area dotted with administrative 
buildings including the local 
district court and the New 
York State Court of Appeals. 


Police had asked protesters 
to clear several sidewalks and 
the steps of the appeals court, 
according to witnesses. 

The NYPD spokeswoman 
could not confirm how many 
of the 20 protesters had since 
been released. 

The movement that began 
in Manhattan’s Zuccotti Park 
in September, inspiring similar 
anti-Wall Street demonstra¬ 
tions across the United States 
and abroad, organizes near¬ 
daily protests. 

Week-end’s demo was 
billed as an action against the 
speculation and greed of 
banks, and hundreds of people 
participated.

IMF chief takes Europe rescue 
talks to Russia 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund chief 
Christine Lagarde takes her 
European rescue talks to 
petrodollar-rich Russia today 
before visiting Asian giants 
China and Japan. 

Lagarde’s two-day stay in 
Moscow — her first official 
foreign trip outside the Euro¬ 
pean Union — will include 
talks with President Dmitry 
Medvedev and meetings at the 
finance ministry and the cen¬ 
tral bank. 

The Kremlin said the Euro¬ 
pean public debt crisis will 
dominate negotiations just as 
it had done at the recently con¬ 
cluded Group of 20 summit in 
Cannes. 

Resource-rich Russia has 
resisted offering direct assis- 
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tance to Europe and instead 
preferred to funnel funds or 
other measures through the 
safer investment mechanisms 
made available by the IMF. 

But Medvedev's top eco¬ 
nomic adviser said that even 
the extra funding being nego¬ 
tiated with Lagarde's agency 
would be limited to $10 bil¬ 
lion — a token figure when 
compared to the $100 billion 
being discussed with China. 

Strong prices for Russia's 
energy exports have left 


foscow in a prime position to 
ake European investments 
lat help revive important 
arket demand. 

Economists note however 
rat the Russian government 
nly has about $100 billion 
^ft in its special rainy-day 
and after spending most of it 
n recovery measures from 
re 2008-2009 crisis. 

The $520 billion in interna¬ 
tional reserves held by the 
central bank meanwhile are 
mostly invested in low-risk 
government bonds rather than 
the high-yield debt available 
from struggling nations such 
as Italy and Greece. 

Lagarde herself said at the 
G20 summit that her organisa¬ 
tion could not directly help fill 
the new eurozone rescue fund 
— known by its acronym 
EFSF — because the IMF only 
strikes agreements with indi¬ 
vidual countries. 
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Jackson jury fails to agree 
verdict on first day 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
jury in the manslaughter trial 
of Michael Jackson's doctor 
Conrad Murray failed to reach 
a verdict on its first day of de¬ 
liberations, and will recon¬ 
vene this week. 

The seven men and five 
women went home and will 
resume their reflections today 
on whether the 58-year-old 
medic is guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter over the star’s 
June 25, 2009 death. 

Jackson fans had hoped for 
a quick verdict in the case 
after what the prosecution 
claims was an overwhelming 
case against Murray, while the 
late star's sister La Toya said 
she hoped the jury will "do the 
right thing." 

But after some seven hours 
of deliberations, barring a 
break for lunch, they had not 
reached a decision on the sole 
charge Murray faces at the 
trial, which began six weeks 
ago. 


"The jury has concluded 
deliberations for today and 
will resume on Monday, Nov. 
7, at approximately 8:30 am" 
(1630 GMT), said a court 
statement. 

Murray faces up to four 
years in jail if convicted over 
Jackson’s death from an over¬ 
dose of propofol, given to 
help him sleep at his home in 
Los Angeles where he was re¬ 
hearsing a series of comeback 
shows in London. 

The jury began considering 
its verdict after a day of drama 
Thursday, when prosecution 
and defense lawyers presented 
their closing arguments at the 
trial, which began on Septem¬ 
ber 27. 

The jury heard 49 wit¬ 
nesses in all — 33 for the pros¬ 
ecution, and 16 for the 
defense. 

While jurors debated be¬ 
hind closed doors the court 
was packed with reporters and 
Jackson fans waiting for any 
clue.

zine on US television. 

His 1,097th and final essay 
aired on October 2. 

A fixture of US television 
since the 1950s, Rooney has 
delighted and annoyed in 
equal measure, using the final 
minutes of each "60 Minutes" 
program to vent on everything 
from politics to pennies.

Messi saves Barca as Real thrash 
Osasuna 7-1 


MADRID (AFP) - Lionel 
Messi saved Barcelona’s 
blushes with an injury-time 
equaliser in a 2-2 draw away at 
Athletic Bilbao Sunday as 
Real Madrid stretched their 
lead at the top of the Spanish 
league with a 7-1 drubbing of 
Osasuna. 

In the rain-hit Basque coun¬ 
try Ander Herrera opened the 
scoring for Athletic only for 
Cesc Fabregas to pull Barca 
level on 24 minutes. 

When Barca defender Ger¬ 
ard Pique put the ball into his 
own net with 10 minutes re¬ 
maining, Athletic looked all 
set to hand the European 
champions their first league 
defeat of the season. 

In a frantic finish to the 
match, however, Messi made 
the most of a defensive mistake 
to pounce on a loose ball and 
score his first goal away from 


the Nou Camp this season. 

Earlier, Real Madrid had a 
much easier task when Cris- 
tiano Ronaldo's hat-trick was 
the centre piece of a 7-1 ham¬ 
mering of helpless Osasuna, 
who have already been beaten 
8-0 by Barcelona in mid-Sep¬ 
tember. 

It means Real, on 28, lead 
Barcelona (25) by three points 
with Valencia (24) in third a 
point further adrift. 

The rain had fallen all day 
in Bilbao but the conditions did 
not affect the quality of foot¬ 
ball as both sides looked for the 
win from start to finish. 

Barcelona goalkeeper Victor 
Valdes had already been called 
into action by the time Herrera 
opened the scoring on 20 min¬ 
utes with a curling left-footed 
shot after great work from 
Markel Susaeta down the left. 

The advantage lasted only 


four minutes, Fabregas getting 
on the end of a left-wing cross 
from Eric Abidal to equalise 
with a looping header. 

Barca looked the more 
likely winners with Messi and 
Andres Iniesta going close be¬ 
fore Bilbao got their second. 

It came with ten minutes re¬ 
maining from an unfortunate 
mix-up in the Barcelona de¬ 
fence at a Bilbao comer. When 
Abidal tried to clear the ball it 
rebounded off Fernando 
Llorente before then hitting 
Pique and the back of the net. 

A similar lack of clarity in 
the Bilbao defence gave Messi 
a chance to even the game and 
the Argentine was well placed 
to drill the ball low into the 
comer of the net to salvage a 
point for the Catalans. 

Real's drubbing of Osasuna 
made it ten straight wins for 
Jose Mourinho's side, with 
Gonzalo Higuain, Pepe and 
two from substitute Karim 
Benzema adding to Ronaldo's 
hat-trick. 

Osasuna had levelled 
through Ibrahima Balde early 
in the match but had Eneko 
Satrustegui sent off for a sec¬ 
ond yellow card in the 54th 
minute with the score already 
at 5-1. 

For Mourinho, meanwhile, 
their winning run is fully de¬ 
served.

Former coach charged in NBA players reject 
child sex case new proposal 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Centre 
County- Gerald A. "Jerry” 
Sandusky, 67, former defen- 
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sive coordinator for the Penn 
State Nittany Lions was ar¬ 
rested Saturday on 40 varying 
counts of sexual exploitation 
of a minor in Centre County, 
PA. The victims were all re¬ 
ported to be young boys. He 
was released on $100,000 un¬ 
secured bail. 

Penn State Athletic Direc¬ 
tor Tim Curley and Gary 
Schultz, Penn State vice pres¬ 
ident for finance and business, 
were charged with failure to 
report what they knew, as re¬ 
quired by law, and perjury. 

Longtime head coach Joe 
Paterno, who has more victo¬ 
ries than any coach in the his¬ 
tory of Division I football, was 
not charged, authorities said. 

When Mr Paterno first 
learned of one report of abuse 
he immediately reported it to 
Curley, prosecutors said. 

Authorities identified eight 
young men who were targets 
of sexual advances or assaults 


by Sandusky from 1994 
through 2009, before a Clin¬ 
ton County, Pa., woman filed 
charges with police, accusing 
Sandusky of sexually assault¬ 
ing her 12-year old son. 

Sandusky allegedly even 
used his volunteer coaching 
job at a Pennsylvania high 
school, from which he was 
barred in 2009, to continue 
preying on a victim he had 
been abusing for years, the 
grand jury report said. 

If the charges against the 
Penn State officials are proven 
to be true, the university’s lack 
of action would be a shocking 
contrast to the high school’s 
quick response. 

"This is a case about a sex¬ 
ual predator who used his po¬ 
sition within the university 
and community to repeatedly 
prey on young boys," Pennsyl¬ 
vania Attorney General Linda 
Kelly said in a statement. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
commissioner David Stern 
says the owners are willing to 
give the players 51 percent of 
basketball revenues as part of 
a new proposal presented dur¬ 
ing a lengthy round of talks. 

But the players seemed to 
reject the offer, saying their 
"good faith" efforts to end the 
NBA lockout fell on deaf ears 
during more than eight hours 
of negotiations that stretched 
late into the night Saturday. 

"Today was another sad 
day for our fans, for arena 
workers, our parking lot atten¬ 
dants, our vendors. Very frus¬ 
trating, sad day," union 
president Derek Fisher said. 

"We, for sure, unequivo¬ 
cally, made good faith efforts 
to try to get this deal done 
tonight. And we're at a loss for 
why we could not close it out." 

Stern hinted that if the 
players don't accept the deal 
by Wednesday, the owners 
could take a harder line in 
talks and move the revenue 
split to just 47 percent for the 
players. 

Stern said he wasn't giving 
the players a Wednesday ulti¬ 
matum, just trying to get the 
talks moving. He said the next 
step is to put the latest recom¬ 
mendations in writing and 
present it to the players. 

Fisher and the union's 
lawyer Jeffrey Kessler weren't 
happy with the latest proposal 
from the owners putting the 



already shortened season at 
risk of being called off 

Billionaire owners claim 22 
of 30 clubs lost money last 
season at a total cost of $300 
million and seek salary cuts as 
well as a firm salary cap that 
they say would help promote 
parity. 

Players feel their proposal 
has already provided owners 
with enough money to avoid 
losses and they want to keep 
an exception-filled salary cap 
system, trying to maximize 
money for average players as 
well as stars even after cuts. 

Reports of division among 
players surfaced after talks 
broke off last week. 

Some players have looked 
into decertifying the union, a 
move that would push the 
stalemate into the US courts 
and likely ensure a full wipe¬ 
out of the NBA season simply 
because of the length of time it 
would take in the legal system. 

NBA owners have threat¬ 
ened to seek a court ruling that 
would void all current NBA 
player contracts if the union is 
decertified, although the move 
would allow players to file an 
anti-trust lawsuit against the 
league. 

To decertify the NBA 
union, 30 percent of the 

NBA's 439 players must sign 
a petition to do so, setting up 
a vote among all players in 
which a majority would have 
to agree to the move.
